85  lots  in  the  sale  brought  $1,435.18,  of  which  $1,208.11  went  to  consignors  and 
$227.07  to  NSCA  for  commission.  This  was  more  than  enough  to  cover  the  meeting  expen: 
so  the  balance  was  placed  in  the  NSCA  general  fund. 

A  W.  M.  Ritter  Lumber  Co.  5$  was  the  star  of  the  show,  bringing  $70.00.  Runner- 
up  was  a  scarce  St.  Bernard  Coal  Co.  50<fc  Meat  Check  from  Earlington,  KY  which  went  for 
$60.00.  Other  single  pieces  bringing  high  prices  were  Robinson  Creek  Coal  Co.  25$  (a 
maverick)  $48.00.  Benito  Mining  Co.  (KY)  10$  $42.75;  Carbon  Glow  Coal  Co.  $1  (KY) 
$41.00.  A  five  piece  set  from  Hayden  Bros  Coal  Co.,  Haybro,  Colorado  brought  $65.00 
and  a  five  piece  set  from  Yankee  Mercantile  Co.,  Yankee,  NM  $54.50.  Both  of  these 
were  topped  by  the  $75.00  price  realized  for  three  unlisted  pieces  of  Yankee  Merc¬ 
antile.  >  *  * 

The  auction  contained  71  coal  pieces,  7  lumber  pieces,  5  exploder  tokens,  and 
an  unused  copy  of  Edkins  1st  Edition.  In  addition,,  a  commemorative  token  issued  by 
the  Alabama  Mining  Museum,  Dora,  AL  -  donated  by  Scriptor  Bill  Wood  -  and  three  WV  . 
tokens  donated  by  Scriptor  Elwood  Maples.  r 

The  average  price  for  the  85  lots  was  $16.88.  This  compares  to  $12.71  for  92 
lots  at  the  October  86  meeting  and  $17.78  for  the  105  lots  in  May  of  86. 

Altogether,  26  bidders  registered  for  the  auction  with  17  of  them  obtaining
